ENGLISH WAR CORRESPONDENT 


UNBOSOMS. 


SAYS TRUTH IS NOT KNOWN. 


CENSORSHIP CARRIED BEYOND 


REASONABLE LIMITS. 


MUTINY NARROWLY AVERTED. 


DECLARES WAR IS UNPOPULAR 


WITH THE SOLDIERS. 


London, July 25.—A private letter 


received here today from a war cor- 
respondent at Manila, and dated June 
17th, says: 


"There seems to be no end of the 


war in sight. The censorship is con- 
stantly becoming more troublesome. 
General Otis recently established a 
rule that any matter relating to the 
navy must be taken to the command- 
er of the fleet for his approval and 
afterwards submitted to the military 
censor, thus adding to our difficulties. 


"For some reason which the censor 


would not explain, Geneial Otis re- 
fused to allow us to send the death of 
the Monadnock's captain (Nichols) 
for two days after its occurrence. The 
General also refused to let us send 
news of the disappearance of Captain 
Rockefeller (April 28), 011 the ground 
that it would woiry his family, or the 
killing of Captain Tilley, of the sig- 
nal corps, until the next day. The 
correspondents are all very tired of 
this 
arrangement, 
which 
simply 


means that they must go out and run 
large chances to get shot, several 
times n week, with no chance of mak- 
ing reputations, because their stories 
must always roiled Otis' views. 


"It is impossible to write the truth 


about the situation. 
The resources 


and fighting qualities of the natives 
are quite 
misunderstood by 
the 


American papers, and we 
cannot 


write the facts without being ac- 
cused of treason; nor can we tell of 
the practically unanimous opposition 
to and dislike of the war among the 
American troops. 


"The volunteers, or at least a por- 


tion of them, were at one time on the 
veige of mutiny, and unless General 
Otis had begun sending them home- 
waids there would have been sensa- 
tional developments.

OTIS WILL STAY. 


New York, July 85.—A special to 


the Herald from Washington says: 


The president has no intention of 


relieving General Otis from the mili- 
tary command in the Philippines. 
He had seriously thought at one time 
of assigning an officer of higher rank 
to command the forces in the field, 
leaving General Otis to perform the 
administrative duties 
of 
governor 


general. 
The president 
had two 


propositions before him, one to make 
Lnwton the commanding officer of 
the fighting force and the other to 
send Merritt back to his old place. 


The latter assignment would mean 


the subordination of General Otis as 
governor general to General Merritt, 
who would outrank him by regular 
as well1 as volunteer title. , But these 
have been abandoned. 


Speaking for the president, a cab- 


inet officer said: 


"To remove General Otis now 


would be an admission that he failed. 
We cannot admit this, for certainly 
the official dispatches from the Phil- 
ippines show a material extension of 
our line beyond the points controlled 
by Spain. To place a new command- 
er in control of the troops and make 
him independent of General Otis 
would cause no end of friction. There 
can be but one trusted with plenary 
powers and I repeat that the presi- 
dent is well satisfied to intrust Gen- 
eial Otis with these powers." 


Notwithstanding this administra- 


tive view, favorable to General Otis, 
it can be stated that some officials 
here have private information which 
tend to confirm the press reports of 
the unpopularity of General Otis 
with im,ny of the officers of his com- 
mand.

Cleveland, Ohio, July 85.—After a 


night marked by disorder and rioting 
the city this morning again presents 
a peaceful aspect. On all the various 
lines of the Big Consolidated sys- 
tems cars were started out on sched- 
ule time. Beyond the usual obstruc- 
tions of stones, bricks and all kinds 
of rubbish placed on the 
tracks 


on the outlying districts during the 
latter part of the night, there was no 
interruption to traffic during the 
early hours of the day. 


Troops to the number of nearly one 


thousand men arrived in Cleveland 
this afternoon to assist the local au- 
thorities in maintaining order. 


The carrying of arms by non-union 


men has given rise to a curious situ- 
ation at the line which separates 
Cleveland from South Brooklyn, a 
small independent municipality on 
the south side of the river. 
The 


street car crews in the city are al- 
lowed to array themselves like walk- 
ing arsenals, but across the border 
the mayor of Brooklyn, assisted by 
the town marshal and the constabu- 
lary, has taken steps which guards 
that suburb from armed invasion. 


The officers searched the crews of 


every car which came across the 
bridge, but found nothing. The men 
had taken the precaution to leave 
their revolvers on the Cleveland side. 
On the return trip they again take 
possession of their weapons. 


The resolution adopted at the New- 


burg mass meeting last night pro- 
test against the carrying of arms 
by the stret car employes, pointing 
out that the presence of the military 
is ample protection to the men. 


Ralph P. Hawley, the non-union 


motorman who shot and killed Hen- 
ry CornzweU on Perry street yester- 
day, was arraigned in police court 
today on the charge of second-degree 
murder. Attorney Tolles, on behalf 
of Hawley, requested a preliminary 
hearing before Police Judge Fiedler 
on Tuesday next.

humed. Since the stomach was taken 
out the body was embalmed and if it 
is found that there IP no arsenic in 
thin embalming fluid the body will be 
exhumed and Dr, Drayer will analyze 
the contents of the liver, the kidneys 
and the intestines. Should arsenic be 
found iu large quantities it 
would 


prove beyond doubt that the poison 
had been administered in doses cover- 
ing a period of several days.

NEW AFFIDAVITS. 


Justice H. F. France this af lei noon 


at 1:30 rendered his decision in the 
cases submitted to him against the 
Fort Wayne base ball players, who 
were charged with violating the law 
against Sunday base ball playing foi 
a fee. 
The justice submitted his 


findings in writing and it is here 
presented verbatim: 


"The statute of 1885 provides tlva 


it shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to engage in playing anj 
game of base ball where any fee i: 
charged, or where any rewind o 
prize or profit, or aiticle of value i 
depending upon the result of sue: 
game, on the first day of the week 
commonly railed Sunday, and every 
person so offending shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be fined in any sum 
not exceeding twenty-five dollais. 


"This statute is plain and the law 


of the state and yet to enforce the 
Sunday laws in rpgr.id to misde- 
meanors in this city literally and 
strictly, would in my opinion do a 
100 per cent .more harm thar good 
and an enforcement of the same 
would be of short duration. A hete- 
rogeneous people as composes our 
city, after six days of labor and toil, 
look forward to some enjoyment or 
entertainment on the first day of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, and 
the least abridgement of that enjoy- 
ment or entertainment consistent and 
in accord with good mortis and the 
rights and comforts of the individual 
or the people, will create disrespect 
for law and order and haim to good

But I take it that though 


the law governing base ball on Sun- 
day is the law of the state and must 
be respected so long as it remains 
the law; yet an enforcement of that 
statute will or will not be approv-Pd 
and countenanced by puWin opinion 
of the people in trie city where '.t is 
sought to be enforced, as it tak^s 
from the ppople that enjoyment who 
enjoy witnessing 
such 
entertain- 


ment, who cannot on account o." their 
labor witness it upon any other day, 
except on a Sunday, and when pub- 
lic 
sentiment 
is 
so 
pronounced 


against the enforopment of that stat- 
ute in this city as is and has been in 
evidence for the past month, it will 
not, I take it, be a dere'ict of dutv 
on part of the officers of the people 
should they neglect to enforce that 
statute to the very letter. As a ju- 
dicial officer and a couit of recoid, 
however, our duty in the premises is 
plain and we must recognize the law 
as made and administer the same 
agreeably to the evidence adduced 
tending to show or not to show a vio- 
lation of it, when the question is pro- 
perly brought before the couit for 
determination. 


"Then the question is, Ins the law 


been violated by the defendant? In 
determining that question we look 
to the evidence only as submitted to 
the court by the prosecution and the 
defendant. The evidence shows that 
on the 9th day of July, 1899, at the 
county of Allen and state of Indiana, 
in this city, a game of base ball was 
engaged into by the Fort Wayne and 
New Castle clubs, that an admit- 
tance fee of twenty-five centr was 
charged and paid by Rev. Sherman 
Powell, who was in attendance to 
witness the playing of base bnll and 
that the defendant, John Gbsscock, 
was one of the players of the Fort 
Wayne club and engaged in said 
game on said day, which was the 
first 
day of the week, commonly 


called Sunday. The defendant offered 
no evidence in his own behalf, but 
rested on his plea of not guilty. 
Therefore, the court, from the evi- 
denco submitted, finds the defendant, 
John Glasscock, guilty, as he stands 
chaiged in the affidavit. 
In fxing 


the amount of the fine of the defend- 
ant, we find that a heavy fine is un- 
necessary and in our opinion the 
same is unwarranted. 


"It is, therefore, the judgment ot 


the court that the defendant, Tohn 
Glasscock, pay into court the sum of 
twenty-five cents and the costs of 
this prosecution and all accruing 
costs, and that he stand committed 
until the same is paid or replevined."

It comes to re- 


generate, reconstruct and 
restore. 


Christian Science satisfies. It comes 
not to destroy any good thing, but to 
benefit mankind.

deliverance, safety 
and dominion. 


One promise of Christian Science is 
that when it shall be understood it 
will abolish nil disease from human 
life.

have been healed speak for its effi- 
cacy. 


"How is it done? That is no secret. 


It is free as sunlighgt. Yet in an ad- 
dress of this kind it is not easy to de- 
scribe. It must be learned, and to 
those who will devote themselves to 
R study of the system it comes natur- 
ally and scientifically, in just as 
practical, tangible 
and sensible a 


way as you ever perform anything in 
your life.

First Oregon volunteers, who lias just 
returned to Sau Francisco from Ma- 
nila, said recently that in his opinion 
it would bo many years before real 
peace was established iu the Philip- 
pines, says ihe New York Sun. 


"Aguiunklo is not hull" so big a man 


among the Filipinos ns he was three 
months ago,1' he said. 
"Even if lie 


was out of the way, this brlgaudaj?" 
war would go on Just the same. At 
least 100,000 men are needed to con- 
quer and hold the Island of Luzon 
alone. Every place taken must be gar- 
risoned and held. 
The Oregon regi- 


ment occupied the town of Sau Itafael 
and other places no less than three 
times. Kach lime Ihe towu was evac- 
uated by the Filipinos. They simply 
went off into the jungle, changed 
clothes, hid their gum and reappeared 
among the Americans as paeifieos. 
Many a poor fellow was caught by this 
traitorous gang aud chopped to pieces. 
They are cunning and cruel by nature, 
and 300 years of Spanish training only 
whetted their natural traits. 


"If those Filipinos wcie left alone 


for three months, they would anni- 
hilate one another. Most of the lead- 
ers are well educated men, with some 
sort of title aud ambitious to run the 
whole works. They are suspicious and 
jealous of each other. The assassina- 
tion of Luna is an e.xample of the fate 
that will overtake many of the lead- 
ers. 
General Otis is always eognixant 


of what Is going on in the Filipino 
ranks. I believe l;e has hundreds of 
Filipino spies bribed all the time, and 
every move the rebels intend to make 
is known to the American commander 
beforehand; so such a thing as a sur- 
prise Is impossible, practically. 
Intel- 


ligent Filipinos in business in Manila 
and other cities are really desirous of 
American rule, but they arc a small 
element of the population. In my opin- 
ion, it will be years before the country 
will be pacified sufficiently for Ameri- 
cans to travel in safety 50 miles from 
any garrisoned city."

A number of portable mortars, suita- 


ble for service In the fleld In the Phil- 
ippines, will soon be forwarded from 
the Watervliet arsenal at Washington 
for proof tests at Sandy Hook. They 
are practically the first of the kind 
turned out in the United States. 


These mortars are patterned closely 


after the type represented by the 
Krupp 2.95 inch mortar. In the opin- 
ion of many ordnance experts, how- 
ever, tho new American mortar ^ ill 
be found to be a much more efh'cient 
weapon than the German. These mor- 
tars weigh about 110 pounds eaeli aud 
the carriage about as much as the gun. 
A crew of four men is needed to work 
each weapon, says the New York Post. 


The plan for their use will be to car- 


ry three or four mortars in a wagon, 
but should the country prove too rough 
for this style 01 transportation the 
weapons will bo packed on nmleback. 
The new guns ha\e the advantage that 
they can bo lifted about readily by 
hand. 
In appearance tho new pieces 


are most diminutive, the length of 
each gnu being about T8 inches. It is 
planned, it is said, to use the same 
shell in the mortars as will bo employ- 
ed in the new caliber light artillery 
fleldpiece. The powder charge for the 
mortar, of course, will be greatly re- 
duced, tho weight, as designed, being 
less than one-half pound of black pow- 
-der. 
The smokeless powder charge 


will be even less. 


The range tables show, it is stated, a 


wonderful efficiency for the newpjgmy 
pieces, which, it should be known, are 
designed for use in the most advanced 
trenches, their specific function being 
to clear tho trenches occupied in the 
immediate front by the enemy. 
I'or 


this purpose shells loaded with shrap- 
nel will be largely employed, though 
it Is also arranged to use a special typo 
of mine shell, carrying a charge of 
high explosive. 


The firing fables afford a. maximum 


range for the new pieces \\lien laid at 
an angle of 45 degrees of about 3,700 
yards, which distance assumes the use 
of a special shell lighter than the pro- 
jectile employed by the standard field- 
pieces. When using a full sized light 
battery shell, tho range attainable is 
declared to bo about 'J.TOO yards. 


It will be recalled that iu tho Virks- 


burg campaign Oeneral Grant so ap- 
preciated the need of mortars for verti- 
cal fire that roughly constructed guns, 
banded with metal, were tried. In the 
Santiago campaign it was tho opinion 
of ninny olhVors that tho services of 
mortars could ha\e been utilized time 
and again.

would not explain, General Otis re- 
fused to allow us to send the death of 
the Monadnock's captain (Nichols) 
for two days after Its occurrence. The 
General also refused to let us send 
news of the disappearance of Captain 
Rockefeller (April 28), on the ground 
that it would worry his family, or the 
killing of Captain Tilley, of the sig- 
nal corps, until the next day.

correspondents are all very

arrangement,

means that they must go out and run 
large chances to get shot, several 
times a week, with no chance of mak- 
ing' reputations, because their stories 
must always rollout Otis' views.

Otis now 


would be an admission that he failed. 
We cannot admit this, for certainly 
the official dispatches from tho. Phil- 
ippines show a material extension of 
our line beyond the points controlled 
by Spain. To place a new command- 
er in control of the li-oops and make 
him Independent, of General Otis 
would cause 710 end of friction. There 
can be but one trusted with plenary 
powers and I repeat that the presi- 
dent is well satisfied to intrust Gen- 
eral Otis with these powers." 


Notwithstanding this administra- 


tive view, favorable to General Otis, 
it can bo stated that some officials 
here have private information which 
tend to confirm the press reports of
